HITLER DECREE SETS ASIDE 
SECTION OF CONSTITUTION 


Eliminates Immunity From Prose- 
cution of Reichstag Members 
Except During Sessions.

BERLIN, June 24.—Chancellor 
Hitler's Cabinet last night adopted 
a decree declaring that members of 
the Reichstag can no longer claim 
immunity while the Parliamentary 
body is not in session. This exec- 
utive enactment sets aside section 
37 of the Constitution. 

Reichstag members will be pros- 
ecuted without the Reichstag’s con- 
sent except when Parliament is in 
session. 

The Cabinet also issued a decree 
whereby any official can be pen- 
sioned before reaching the retire 
ment age. Political circles believe 
that Heinrich Sahm, Lord Mayor 
of Berlin, who is not a National 
Socialist, will soon be retired and 
Commissioner Julius Lippert, a 
Nazi, elevated to his place. 


INDIAN WRITER SACRIFICES 
GOAT TO APPEASE GODDESS 


He Had Aroused Ire for Revealing 
Aucient Rites Were Being 
Wsed to Treat Cattle.

PORT OF SPAIN, TRINIDAD, 
June 24—Threatened with death 
by the Hindu Goddess Kali, Seep- 
ers ad Naipaul, native writer, yes 
terday offered a goat as sacrifice 
to appease the goddess. 

Naipaul wrote newspaper articles 
revealing that native farmers of 
Hindu origin had defied govern- 
ment regulations for combatting 
cattle diseases and were substitut- 
ing ancient rites of the Goddess 
Kali to drive away illness attacking 
their livestock. 

The writer was told he would 
develop poisoning today, die tomor- 
row and be buried Monday unless 
he offered a goat sacrifice. Finally 
he yielded to the entreaty of 
friends and relatives and made the 


sacrifice.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 2%4.— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that James L. Wren, St. Louis at- 
torney and former member of the 
Legislature, must go to trial on a 
charge of fraudulently accepting 
money on a representation that he 
could get a man a job in the St. 
Louis Police Department. 

The Supreme Court reversed a 
ruling of St. Louis Circuit Court, 
quashing an indictment and order- 
ing Wren discharged, and directed 
the Circuit Court to reinstate the 
indictment. The decision was on 
application by the Circuit Attorney 
of St. Louis for a writ of error— 
in effect an appeal. 

Wren was indicted on a charge 
of feloniously obtaining $175 from 
Ralph Woods, a street car employe, 
in May, 1930, on an alleged repre- 
sentation by Wren that he had in- 
fluence with the St. Louis Board of 
Police Commissioners and could get 
Woods a job as a policeman. 

The Circuit Court sustained a 
motion to quash the indictment on 
the ground that the indictment did 
not charge an offense within the 
meaning of the statute under which 
it was drawn, relating to obtaining 
money under false pretenses, It 
was contended the indictment did 
not charge misrepresentation as to 
an existing fact, but only to a prom- 
ise to do something in the future, 
and therefore did not come within 
the statute. 

Commisisoner James A. Cooley, 
who wrote the opinion adopted by 
Division No. 2 today, held that the 
indictment charged facts sufficient 
to constitute an offense under the 
law, and that the lower court erred 
in quashing the indictment. All of 
the Judges of the division con- 
curred.

24 ITALIAN PLANES READY 
TO START FOR U. S. TOMORROW 


Announcement Made After Reports 
of Clearing Weather 
in Alps.

“We started out Thursday and 
headed over Lake Michigan,” she 
said. “Everything went well until 
about 15 miles out we ran into a 
mist and you couldn’t tell the foggy 
air from the water. 

“Jim got confused and the ship 
plunged into the lake. We hit with 
great force. The plane broke 
apart. I'm sure the men were hurt 
in the crash, but they never said 
anything about injuries. 

“The plane was afloat for awhile, 
and the men ripped out a gas tank 
lashed some wreckage and a seat- 
cushion to the tank, and put me 
on it. 

“Soon the plane sank. I was sit- 
ting on the raft, while the men 
clung to the side of it. There 
wasn’t much to cling to. The raft 
appeared to be going to sink. 

“Finally, Gillette said, ‘I’m all in. 
I can’t hold on any longer,.” He let 
go and went down. 

“My husband and Keller kept 
saying to each other, ‘I wonder if 
the raft will hold us all up’:” 

“Toward dawn Keller let go and 
sank. 

“A boat passed and I waved my 
coat trying to attract attention, but 
the ship didn’t see us. 

“As the sun got higher and hotter, 
Charles said he couldn’t hang on 
any longer.

With the works program and in- 
dustrial and farm price-lifting 
pushing forward fast as possible, 
the Reconstruction Corporation 
yesterday gave Congress a report 
for May showing a peak in that 
month for its relief allocations. 
They totaled around $500,000,000, 
including $300,000,000 tothe new 
Federal Farm Credit Agency for 
refinancing farm mortgages, while 
$5,050,000 went to increase Federal 
subscriptions to the capital stock 
of the Federal Home Loan Bank. 

$12,500,000 for State Relief. 

Relief and loans to financial in- 
stitutions took $152,005,000, around 
$12,500,000 of this going to states 
for support of the unemployed. Of 
the loans authorized to banks, etc., 
some of the biggest were: $14,000,- 
000 to the Anglo-California National

It should 
command a general measure of 
assent among exporting coun- 
tries and within these countries 
a substantial majority of the pro- 
ducers themselves. It should pro- 
vide for the co-operation of non- 
exporting countries whose pro- 
duction is considerable. 

French Delegate Hopeful. 

‘The week-end found a decidedly 
more optimistic atmosphere sur- 
rounding the conference than 
existed a few days ago, when the 
stabilization battle was at its 
height, and some gold standard 
countries, including France, appar. 
ently were prepared to walk out of 
the parley if America did not sta- 
bilize its currency immediately. 

With that question at least tem- 
porarily solved through a Franco- 
American rapprochement, achieved 
largely by former Gov. James M. 
Cox of Ohio, vice chairman of the 
American group, the conference 
was looking forward to construc: 
tive work next week. 

Although the French had insisted 
up to the time of the rapproche- 
ment that nothing could be 
achieved in the conference before 
stabilization was arranged, Albert 
Sarraut of the French delegation, 
asserted that he thought several 
very gos] agreements could be 
reached on the regulation and pro- 
duction, as well as the marketing, 
of raw materials such as wheat 
and sugar. 

With business suspended at con- 
ference headquarters today most 
of the delegations were taking 
things easy. The Americans prob- 
ably were the most active workers 
because of their desire to get ac- 
tion on the wheat program. Most 
of them, including Secretary of 
State Hull, remained at their hotel. 

Many other heads of leading del- 
egations left London for a brief 
holiday. Finance Minister Georges 
Bonnet of France raced off to 
Paris. Foreign Minister Eduard 
Benes of Czecho-Slovakia also is in 
Paris and, it was understood, was 
expected to confer with the French 
Prime Minister, Edouard Daladier,

quick removal of embargoes, im- 
port quotas, and other arbitrary 
restrictions. 

Also on the books is the question 
of skipping subsidies, opposed by 
the British, who succeeded in hav- 
ing a special sub-committee ap- 
pointed to consider the matter. A 
member of the United States dele- 
gation said the American group 
would make no move regarding the 
issue without specific instructions 
from Washington. The British 
anti-subsidy campaign is understood 
to be aimed at the French, Italians 
anad Americans. 


Cabinet Approves French Delega- 
tion’s Stand at London.

WHEAT PRICE-FIAING 
~ TS VOTED IN FRANCE 


Deputies Pass 530 to 35, Bill 
Designed to Assure Fair 
Farm Return. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, June 24.—A bill designed 


to assure a fair return for French 
farmers was approved by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies today. The vote 


was 530 to 35. 

The measure provides for crea- 
tion of a wheat board in the Min- 
istry of Agriculture, armed with 
full powers and financial resources 
to organize and control the market. 
Also, in view of “strangling specu- 
lation,” it fixes temporarily the 
minimum price for wheat at 115 
francs a quintal, about $155 a 
bushel at the current rate of ex- 
change. At present the farmer 
gets about $1.25 a bushel. 

Farmers would get advances from 
a fund of $8,000,000. 

Lack of an export market for 
surplus wheat in bumper years was 
responsible for the introduction of 
the measure, which, in turn, will en- 
able the Government, it hopes, to 
develop a certain amount of export 
trad 


e. 
The bill provides for: An obliga- 
tory declaration by farmers of the 
area sown to wheat, reporting of 
stocks at the beginning of each 
season by millers and other com- 
mercial holders, and creation of 
the market-control committee. 
When wheat prices fall below a 
pre-determined level, the Agricul- 
tural Ministry is empowered to or- 
der part of the harvest carried over 
to the following season, divert poor 
grain to the feeding of livestock, 
and assist agricultural groups in 
exporting wheat. 

How the Government intends to 
enter the export market has not 
been explained.

State Supreme Court Gives In- 
terpretation of Effect 
of New Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 2%4— 
Suits pending to collect deliquent 
taxes on realty and personal prop- 
erty in Missouri cannot be brought 
to final judgment before the end 
of this year and such suits may be 
abated without cost to the taxpay- 
er, if he pays the taxes this year 
under an act of the 1933 Legisla- 
ture remitting delinquent tax pen- 
alties under a decision given by 
the Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc yesterday. 

The decision, in a suit to test 
the validity of the act known as 
Senate bill 80, covers several points 
not discussed in a decision by the 
Court last week in a similar test 
suit from St. Louis in which the 
constitutionality of the act was up- 
held. 

Senate bill 80, which became ef- 
fective last April 13, remits all pen- 
alties, interest and costs on realty 
and personal property taxes delin- 
quent for years prior to Jan. 1, 1933, 
if the taxes are paid before June 
30. Three-fourths of such charges 
are remitted if payment is made by 
Aug. 31, one-half if payment is 
made by Oct. 31, and one-fourth if 
payment is-made by Dec. 31. The 
act becomes inoperative Jan. 1, 
1934, | 

Judge Charles T. Hays, who wrote 
the opinion, held the remissions 
werd applicable to all back tax suits 
that had been filed before or after 
the law became effective, and 
which are pending.

PUBLIC PAID $28; 
COMPANY GOT $7.69 


Cities Service Securities 
Firm Alleged to Have Re- 
ceived Much More Than 

Jt Paid Company. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 24.—Testi- 
mony that the public paid as high 
as $28 a share for a stock issue that 
returned: the Arkansas Natural Gas 


Corporation an average price of 
$7.69 a share was given yesterday 
in the Federal Trade Commission’s 
public utilities investigation. 

W. B. S. Winans of Henry L. 
Doherty & Co., fiscal agents for the 
corporation, stated that $28 was 
“the extreme price” paid by the 
public for the corporation’s class A 
stock issue during the 1929 boom 
market. 

When asked by Robert Healy, 
commission counsel, how much 
money was taken in by the Cities 
Service Securities Co. in floating 
the issue, Winans said: 

“T believe it was about $25,000,-

much was taken in by the securities 
company,” Healy said. “The point

Healy said there “is no sugges- 
tion of a misappropriation of funds

When Healy contended that cir-

PROGRAM ANNOUNEED 


Relief to Persons Burdened by 
Mortgages Expected | 
- in 30 Days. 


By ‘the Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, June 24.—With- 
in the next 30 days, the Home Loan 
Bank Board hopes to have the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
going to the reilef of mortgage 
burdened persons all over the coun- 


try. 

The corporation, which has a 
capital stock of $200,000,000, has au- 
thority under the law to issue two 
‘billion dollars of 18-year 4 per cent 
bonds, the interest on which is 
guaranteed by the Government. 

Under the plan of operation,’ a 
person whose home is threatened 
with loss by mortgage foreclosure 
coulad borrow bonds from the cor- 
poration up to 80 per cent of the 
value of the property and exchange 
them for the mortgage. This would 
be canceled and a new mortgage 
taken by the corporation to run for 
15 years and carry 5 per cent in- 
terest. , 

Manager for Each State. 

It is necescsary for the home 
owner to get the holder of his mort- 
gage to agree to accept the bonds 
but in case the holder will not do 
so and the mortgage is not more 
than 40 per cent of the value of the 
property, the corporation will lend 
the home owner 40 per cent in cash 
to take up the obligation. 

The loans are to be made on 
homes not exceeding $20,000 in val- 
ue and not more than $14,000 may 
be loaned on any single property, 

While the act does not distin- 
guish between city and farm homes 
the corporation is asking that farm 
homes be financed through the 
Federal Land Banks. 

The Home Loan Board hopes, to 
appoint by July 1 a state manager 
for each state who will select coun- 
ty managers in every county where 
the business requires his presence. 
There will also be state and county 
appraisers and state and county 
counsel. : 

How to Apply for Loan. 

The procedure to obtain a loan 
is for the home owner to apply to 
the county agent who will forward 
his application to the state office 
where, if approved, an appraisal of 
the property will be ordered and 
the home owner lent the necessary 
bonds with which to take up the 
mortgage. 

In cases where the mortgage does 
not amount to 80 per cent of the 
value of the property, the corpora- 
tion also will lend the home owner 
cash to pay taxes and-repair his 
property. . 

If the property is unencumbered, 
the corporation will lend the owner 
50 per cent of its value in cash to 
pay his taxes and make needed im- 
provements on the property. 

The county agents are to be ap- 
pointed as rapidly as possible by 
the state managers and approved 
by the board in Washington.

SISTER MECHTILDIS 
FUNERAL ON MONDAY 


Nun, Who Served as Volunteer 
Nurse in Yellow Fever Epi- 
demic of 1878, Dies. 


Funeral services for Sister M. 
Mechtildis, 83-year-old St. Louis 
nun who served as a nurse during 
the yellow fever epidemic in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., in 1878, will be held at 
8:30 o’clock Monday in the chapel 
of St. Mary of the Angels, at the 
mother house of the Sisters of St. 
Mary, Clayton road and Bellevue 
avenue, Richmond Heights. Burial 
will take place in Calvary Ceme- 
tery. 

Sister Mechtildis suffered a para- 
lytic stroke three weeks ago. She 
was born in Tyrol, Austria, and 
came to St. Louis with her parents 
when a girl. She joined the Sis- 
ters of St. Mary in 1876, when St. 
Louis was in the midst of a cholera 
epidemic. The sisters then were 
in charge of the City Quarantine 
Hospital and Sister Mechtildis was 
set to work at once nursing cholera 
victims. 

Two years later a plague of yel- 
low fever swept the South, center- 
ing at Memphis, and volunteers for 
nursing were asked among the 40 
members of the order, whose moth- 
er house was then at Third and 
Mulberry streets. Sister Mechtil- 
dis was one of 12 who volunteered. 
She went with seven others to 
Memphis and four went to Canton, 
Miss. All of them later contracted 
the fever, four’ died at Memphis 
and one at Canton. 

In 1930 Sister Mechtildis and 
Sister Rose, who nursed at Canton, 
went to Memphis to assist in the 
unveiling of a monument to mem- 
bers of Catholic nursing ordera who 
died during the epidemic. Sister 
Rose is now the only surviving 
members of the St. Louis group 
which volunteered for duty in the 


epidemic.

The Instalment Principle. 

The opportunity to bid again is 
needed by the opening bidder when 
the responder can assure him that 
there is no misfit in the trump 
suit, and that he will presumably 
get in dummy at least once and 
probably twice in order to take a 
finesse to his own hand or make 
some important play. By keeping 
the bidding open with no more 
than this to offer; you safeguard 
the instalment principle for the 
opening bidder. He is relieved of 
all excuse or temptation to make 
Shaded original bids of two no 
trumps or to make unsound forc- 
ing opening two-bids or three-bids 
in a suit when he knows that you 
give him light chances to bid again 
and thereby protect the regularity 
of his opening bids. Freed from 
temptations of this kind, the open- 
er will not overbid his hand. 

If Opener Is Strong. 

If his hand is so strong that he 
foresees a play for game now that 
he knows that the trump suit is 
thoroughly under control and that 
he can get in dummy, he can force 
you on the second round of bidding, 
and so arrive at the most desirable 
game contract, or possibly jump to 
game immediately himself.

If unable to decide for game by 
virtue of the knowledge conveyed 
by your minimum raise, opener can 
extend the instalment principle to 
you, offering you another chance 
to bid in case you have more than 


_ the absolute minimum promised on 


your first response. Short of a force, 
two no trumps is the strongest re- 
bid at his command for this pur- 
pose. Bidding a second suit is also 
a very strong invitation to you to 
do something other than sign off 
(by reverting to the original suit in 
minimum terms). Invitational re- 
bids of this kind really say “your 
hand may be well sh-~+ of w! it 
you would need to bid three in my 
suit or two no tr'~~¢ for your first 
response, but it may nevertheless 
give me a play for game. Please 
don’t sign off unless you had only 
just about enough to keep the bid- 
ding open for me.” 
If Opener’s Hand Is a Minimum. 
In that case, opener passes; he 
has decided that game is extremely 
unlikely unless you could reply 
with two no trumps or three in a 
suit.

® Mr. Cobb, but I cannot agree with 
his statement chiefly because I do not 
think there are such wide differences 
between men and women as would be 
indicated by the belief that men in- 
vented chivalry and possess all of it. 
Laboratory experiments have shown 
that women have higher social inteili- 
gence than men. In short, women 
possess more of the traits we sum up 
as chivalry than men do. Anyhow, 
while Mr. Cobb is a gentleman of in- 
finite ‘and commendable experience 
with both men and women, I fear our 
exact laboratory experiments would not 
altogether bear out his disparaging idea 
of femininity.

Preventive Medicine 


HE daily and routine practice 
T of medicine ordinarily is more 

concerned with the alleviation 
of suffering and with the remedy 
of disease than with its cause. 
During recent years there has 
been much discussion concerning 
the costs of medical care. A variety 
of proposals has come forth, aimed 
at making illness less costly. In re- 
lation to the problem generally 
medical authorities agree that the 
average person has not yet real- 
ized that it is really much cheaper 
and costs less to prevent illness 
than to treat it. 
In Detroit, where the department 
of health is conducting an intensive 
campaign for the immunization of 
children against diphtheria, it has 
been shown that the sum spent for 
the immunization of children 
amounts to substantially less than 
is spent in the city on the burial of 
those children who succumb. 
The economy of prevention holds 
as valid for the individual as it 
does for the community. From 
birth literally to the end of the in- 
dividual’s normal span of life, 
modern medical science provides 
Safeguards of a preventive nature. 
The periodic checking on 
the developing child by a com- 
petent pediatrician, the appli- 


as smallpox vaccination, diphtheria 
immunization, rickets prevention 
and’ proper dietary regimens, cost 
compératively little, and wil) save 
much through the avoidance of 
disease.

The Perfect Hostess

To draw pointed 
attention to this person and that 
one, as though she were presenting 
lecturers or performers to an audi- 
ence, is not the way to put people 
at ease or to bring out their best 
qualities—except the few who bask 
in limelight. The suggestion that 
the perfect hostess should be a mind 
reader arid stage manager combined 
is really not overstating the truth 
since she must accurately cast her 
company and so direct her presen- 
tation that each guest shall have a 
perfect part. 

This is most easily done by invit- 
ing people together who have imter- 
ests in common and who therefore 
bring each other out and leave lit- 
tle for a hostess todo. But. even so, 
she should be ready as a prompter 
to give this or that actor his cue. 
Or to change the figure of speech, 
handling conversation is more like 
knitting with several different col- 
ored wools than any other simile I 
can think of. The hostess has to 
bring each color into the pattern at 
frequent intervals. If the conversa- 
tion takes a turn entirely out of 
reach of some of those present, she 
includes them as deftly as she can 
—perhaps by giving such informa- 
tion to the ones left out as will en- 
able them to pick up the general 
thread. 

For example, let us say that 
members of a club discuss the sub- 
ject of a paper read at their last 
meeting, at which the - left-out 
guests were not present; the host- 
ess brings them into the general 
pattern by asking one of them, “Do 
you think married women can go 
into business without belittling 
their husband's financial standing?” 
This, we will say, is the point being 
argued. It includes the outsiders in 
the pattern without having to un- 
ravel the whole discussion. 

Kindness exacts that a hostess 
shall think of the effect upon her 
guests of what she says and does. 
Obviously she should avoid talking 
about her annoyances or personal 
worries, especially those she had in 
preparing for the party. Also, it 
would be tactless to say, “I asked 
everyone I could think of and you 
were the only ones who could 
come!” The perfect hostess does not 
become nervous or overexcited, no 
matter what happens. She has in- 
vited people to her house and hos- 
pitality demands that their sojourn 
shall be made pleasant. If anything 
goes so conspicuously wrong that 
it can’t be camouflaged, she must 
at least make light of it. If the cook 
leaves just before her dinner party 
and no one else can take her place, 
then a picnic must be made of the 
situation as though a picnic were 
the most delightful thing possible 
—which it could be, very well. 

As to mechanical details. At a 
formal party the hostess stands at 
the entrance of her living room and 
receives. At an informal party she 
hovers near or at least keeps her 
eye on the door so as to go for- 
ward as quickly as possible to greet 
each newcomer. If she has no one 


‘{to open the front door for her, she 


necessarily opens it herself and 
greets her friends as they enter. 
By the way, when entering a room, 
or her house, with a guest, a host- 
ess leads the way only when neces- 
sary to hold a%oor open or to light 
a light or for other similar rea- 
son. And naturally she asks to be 
excused for going first. 

The suggestion of a hostess going 
first, gives me an opportunity to 
repeat that the outstanding affront 
to courtesy, in the present day, is 


hostess who serves herself first. In 
days when strangers feared being 
poisoned, a host ate and drank first 
to assure his guests that the food 
and drink were safe. In crude days 
on the frontier, when those invited 
to a gentlewoman’s table were quite 
unused to the gentler arts of eti- 
quette, their hostess put them at 
ease not only by helping herself to 
each dish first, but by eating first 
as well, so that they who knew lit- 


tle about the use of table imple- | 


ments might follow her example. 
But this behavior, which was prop- 
er under such circumstances, is 
scarcely suitable if a hostess may 
assume that her friends are quite 
as capable of managing a fork or 
spoon as she is. Moreover, the pres- 
entation of honor is n 
that of-the untouched dish 
with unused implements. It is not 
to be supposed that the hostéss 
shall consider herself the guest of 
honor at her own table!

N APPROACHING the gates of 

Dr.and Mrs. Hermann von 

Schrenk’s summer home in 
Florissant, one has the feeling of 
having stepped back at least a 
century in time. The high picket 
fence and the old coach lights on 
either side of the gateway make 
a carriage seem much more appro- 
priate than a motor car. 


And there is assuredly justifica- 
tion for this feeling, for the house 
originally was built by Gen. Alvarez, 
who was a Lieutenant to the Gov- 
ernor during the time of the Span- 
ish possession of all this land. Orig- 
inally constructed of logs, it since 
has been covered with white clap- 
boards, but it still stands on the 
corner of St. Ferdinand street, a 
fitting Spanish touch. 


Although the house is, in itself, 
interesting historically and is placed 
so that it has a commanding view 
of the surrounding countryside, it 
has been given added beauty by the 
magnificent planting which sur- 
rounds it. Practically every tree, 
every shrub and every flower has 
been added to the grounds by the 
Von Schrenks, but so skillfully that 
they seem as much a part of the 
place as the house. 


A terrace on the side of the house 
is a natural link between house 
and grounds. It is fitted up as an 
outdoor living room in a most ap- 


old Mexican garden chairs placed at 


propriate manner. Old Mexican 
furniture, closely akin to the Span- 
ish origin of the house, is made of 
latticed wood covered in deep brown 
pigskin. And to one side is a 
charming little brick fountain and 
bird bath with its terraced sides 
holding pots of geraniums, another 
Spanish touch. 


From the terrace is spread out 
a velvety lawn completely encircled 
by trees, except at the end where 
one obtains glimpses of the valley 
beyond. And at this terminal point 
is placed an old stone fountain sur- 
rounded by stone benches and set 
into a niche of evergreens, a de- 
lightful retreat on a hot summer's 
day. 

A rose arbor, which is spied be- 
tween a gap in the trees, leads to 
the old-fashioned flower garden, the 
loveliest spot on the entire place. 
No New England flower garden 
could be more colorful or more 
abundant than this floral display, 
which is quite rare in St. Louis, 
where midsummer heat and drouth 
must be combatted. 


‘This garden has been planned 
for a succession of bloom through- 
out the summer season, and when it 
is seen how-perfectly this has been 
accomplished, it is plain why Mrs. 
von Schrenk was chosen as presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Garden Club. 
Just now the garden is a symphony 
in blue and white, provided by the 
planting combination of Regal lilies

and delphinium. The delphinium, 
which are of the English hybrid va- 
riety, range in tone all the way from 
pinkish lilac, through violet to deep 
wine.. Standing between six and 
seven feet tall, they provide an ad- 
mirable background for the stately 
trumpets of the exquisite lilies.

Mother's Conduct 

ARENTS want their children 
P to be polite, helpful, self-con- 

trolled and truthful—to men- 
tion only a few of the things. And 
often when one has watched par- 
ents not aware that they are being 
watched, one wonders where -on 
earth children are to learn these 
things. 

Surely a child cannot learn po- 
mie ger from a mother who gives 
curt commands, interrupts him no 
matter how busy he is, and omits 
generally in her talk with him all 
the polite “pleases” and “thank 
yous” she so assiduously makes him 
practice on the woman visitor in 
the home. : : 
¢Surely he gets no example of 
helpfulness from a mother who 
buttons his clothes with every sign 
of ungracious impatience, and who 
is always much too busy to lend a 
helping hand at anything really 
important like putting a wheel back 
on his express wagon or showing 
him how to make the new top spin. 

And in the matter of self-control 
~—how is a child to learn it from a 
mother who furiously snatchés 
things out of his hands, loses her 
patience with servants and trades- 
men and explodes in a tirade just 
because she happens to be tired. 

Truthfulness? A knotty problem 
to the child who hears his mother 
tell more or less polite fables over 
the telephone, who knows through 
his own experience that her prom-

As a result, the fights brought 
fewer injuries and were less fre- 


quent than heretofore and more in 
the nature of relatively harmless 
duels, by means of which honor 
could be vindicated or one’s rights 
proven. 

Forbidding boys to fight is futile 
since a certain amount of fighting 
seems to be a necessary outlet for 
the aggressive impulses of healthy 
boys the world over. 

The only sensible thing to do is 
to teach them the rules of fighting 
and a proper pride in fighting fair.
